A number of issues 
tr naged a modest recovery, but 
market averages slipped down- 
ward to their lowest point for 
more than a year.

the close although there were 
losses of from $5 to $7 dotting 
‘the list. Prices closed lowe: in 
the averages but well above the 
lows of the day. 

Trading was so brisk that sa:es 
reached 3,620,000 shares, com 
pared with 2,900,000 tradea yes- 
terday. It was the iargest turn- 
over since May 21, 1940, and the 
broadest market on record—1088 
issues The previous high was 


1077. 

Of that total 652 closed lower, 
Bi4 were higher and 122 un- 
changed. No issue managed to 
register a new high. 

Ticker Tape Falls Behind. 

The ticker tape which fell be- 
hind trading by as much as four 
minutes in the morning, again 
could not keep up with floor 
transactions in the fina! few min- 
utes of the day.

POLICE UNION SUSPENDED 


Charges Ordered Read to Them Allege Two 
Violations of Manual—Board ‘to 


Hold Hearings Later. 


Five policemen who have re- 
fused to resign from the AFL 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, 
Local 549, were suspended today 
on order of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, 


Police Chief James J. Mitchell 
told superior officers of the five 
to read charges prepared by Po- 
lice Inspector Maurice Mulcahy 
to each of the men, either as he 
reported for duty or as he fin- 
ished duty if he worked on an 
early shift today. Suspension of 
the men was to become effective 
on reading of the charges to 
them. 


Hearings will be held later by 
the Police Board. If the men are 
found guilty by the board they 
will be discharged from the de- 
partment. 

The five are charged with hav- 
ing violated two sections of the 
Police Manual. It is alleged that 
they violated one section of the 
manual by having joined the 
union and having taken a union 
oath “contrary to” the oath 
taken as members o: the police 
force The second violation, it is 
charged, was in having disobeyed 


the order of the Police Board to 
| withdraw from the union, 
Inspector Mulcahy said all re 
ports from district captains on 
policemen who have resigned or 
refused to resign from the union 
now are in. Only five policemen 
have defied the Police Board 
order, he said. : 
The five who have refused to 
resign from the unjon are Patrol- 
man John Judge, Daniel King and 
Norman Rogles and Motorcycle 
Patrolmen William C. Miner and 
Julius Hoff. All have been ac- 
tive in the union. At lea; three 
o° them are among the plaintiffs 
in the union’s pending suit to test 
the legality of their organization. 
The police board ordered all mem- 
bers of the police department to re- 
sign from the union, if they had 
joined, by midnight last Friday. 
Dismissal of any who refused to 
obey the order was threatened. 
Ben L. Liberman, treasurer of 
the board, said 507 members of the 
department have filed statements 
showing they have resigned from 
the union.

184 GRIEVANCES OF 
NATION’S POSTMEN 


Letter Carriers Also Complain 
About Some Sidewalks, Bar 
on Smoking at Work. 


DETROIT, Sept. 4 ‘(AP)—It’s 
not snow, rain nor gloom of night 
that stymies the mail carrier— 
it’s some 184 other obstacles that 
get in the way of these couriers on 
their appointed rounds. 

The National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers, with 6000 members in 
convention here, came up today 
with a list of the things that make 
them unhappy—184 in all, 

For instance, Florida and Mis- 
souri mailmen want legislation 
holding dog owners responsible 
“for the biting of. postmen.” 

In Washington state, mailmen 
propose that the Government pay 
chiropractor fees if a letter car- 
rier is “injured in line of duty.” 
Iowa’s carriers want “permanent 
sidewalks;” Florida mailmen 
would like to smoke on their 
rounds and Montana postal work- 
ers urge that all post offices be 
air-conditioned. 

Another resolution asks that 
mail inspectors stop using nasty 
language in their form letters to 
carriers—it makes the boys upset 
and nervous, 

Convention officials said all 
complaints would be given due 
consideration and sent on to ap- 
propriate authorities. 


TRUMAN TO SPEAK IN BEHALF

Prooably Will Make Campaign 
Talks for Other Aspirants 
Also, Press Aid Says. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP)— 
President Truman will make at 
least one and probably other 
speeches in behalf of democratic 
congressional nominees in the 

present election campaign. 

White House Press Secretary 
Charles CG. Ross told a press con- 
ference today that one speech had 
been arranged and the place would 
be announced soon.

Planes Won't Spell “F.D.R.,”

MEAT SHORTAGE 
HERE FORECAST AS 
RESULT OF CURBS 


Dealer Says Slaughterers 
Will Not Kill Until Re- 
tail Ceilings Are An- 
nounced. 


A meat shortage for the St. 
Louis area was forecast by local 
retail and wholesale dealers today 
as a result of OPA resumption of 
control of meat. prices, 


A member of the Metropolitan 
Meat Dealers’ Association of 
Greater St. Louis which supplies 
restaurants And hotels said slaugh- 
terers, whose new quotas became 
effective last Monday, had cleaned 
out their stocks and will not do 
any more killing until they are 
informed of the new ceilings on 
retail prices. 

New retail meat prices, which 
are scheduled to go into effect 
next. Monday, are expected to be 
announced within the next few 
days. 

Retail butchers reported scant 
supplies of beef and veal, some 
lamb, but practically no pork on 
their counters. Many of them said 
they stocked up for this week 
when the slaughterers cleaned out 
their stock, but did not know 
what the. prospects were for get- 
ting additional meat next week. 

A new record low in hog re- 
ceipts was set at National Stock- 
yards today when only 300 animals 
had been received by 10 a.m, A 
total of 700 hog receipts for the 
day was estimated, This compared 
with 2000 received a week ago and 
3500 received on this date last 
year. 


quality of livestock now being 
handled at the stockyards has 
caused curtailment in the number 
of employes hired by at least two 
packing companies. 

A spokesman for Armour & Co., 
at National Stockyards said half 
of the 2000 workers ordinarily em- 
ployed there had been laid off and 
the rest might be dismissed 
next week. The company, he said 
is not purchasing any livestock 
for slaughter and the only depart- 
ments now operating are those in 
which bacon is sliced, sausage is 
made and meat products are 
canned.

OPENS DEBATE ON 
UKRAINE CHARGE 
AGAINST GREEGE 


Complainant Opens With 
Attack on Briton for 
Trying to Block Hear- 
ing of Case—Athens 
Envoy on Hand.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.,. Sept. 4 
(AP)+-The United Nations Secur- 
ity Council today called represen- 
tatives of the Soviet Ukrainian 
and Greek governments to the 
council table and *opened. what 
promised to be a long and bitter 
fight ove: Ukrainian charges 
against Greece. 


Dmitri Manuilsky, Ukrainian 
foreign minister who charged that 
the Greek government is a menace 
to the peace of the Balkans, sat at 
one end of the horseshoe table 
and Vassili Dendramis, Greek am- 
bassador to the United Nations 
who has stoutly denied the Ukrai- 
nian charges, sat at the other end. 
Manuilsky was invited to speak 
first. 

The delegates, after brief discus- 
sion, postponed action on a pro- 
posal by Russia to call for a re- 
port from all United Nations 
members ‘on the4 dispositions of 
troops and bases in alien Allied 
territory. 

Attack on Cadogan. , 

Manuilsky, speaking in Russian, 
opened with an attack on Sir 
Alexander: Cadogan of Britain for 
attempting to prevent him from 
being seated at the table earlier. 
Cadogan had opposed hearing the 
Ukrainian case in its present 
form. 

The case was certified for de- 
bate at this afternoon’s session 
after the United States last night 
joined Soviet Russia in a bare 
seven-vote affirmative majority to 
place it oh the agenda over the 
bitter opposition of Britain and 
The Netherlands. 

United States Delegate Herschel] 
V. Johnson, in voting for imme- 
diate discussion of the case, made 
it clear that the United tates was 
making no commitment on the 
merits of the charges, which had 
been assailed by Britain as “wild 
accusations.” 

Two Members Abstain. 

After a ‘hot four-hour debate 
yesterday, the United States, Rus- 
sia, Poland, China, France, Egypt 
and Mexico gave the minimum 
majority vote of seven out of the 
eleven for hearing the case, Brit- 
ain and The Netherlands voted 
against it. Australia and Brazil 
abstained. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko told the council last night 
that the presence of British 
troops in Greece had deprived the 
Greek people of the opportunity 
of deciding freely on their form 
of government and demanded to 
know why it was necessary to 
have foreign armies in the coun- 
try of a U.N. member at election 
time, 

Johnson; who had opposed Al- 
bania’s membership bid and had 
reserved his position last week on 
the Ukraine charges, came out 
flatly for hearing them but added 
that he would make no comment 
on the validity of the charges and 
said he thought the council should 
study them “very objectively.” 

The American delegate went on 
to say that the council must not 
deny any state an opportunity to 
present a complaint. 

“We... have no right to use 
this council, or allow it to be used, 
for furthering any sort of propa- 
ganda of a national nature or 
to bring into an issue before the 
council any elements which are 
not properly there.” 

At the outset of yesterday’s 
long debate, Manuilsky filed a 
bitter protest with the council 
against its refusal to seat him at 
the table—along with Dendramis— 
while the delegates debated the 
question of admitting the Ukraine 
charges to a hearing.

ON U.N. ASSEMBLY 
MEETING, RUSSIA 
WANTS IT DELAYED 


Vishinsky Proposes Ses- 
sion Be Set for Novem- 
ber in Paris or Geneva 
—Byrnes Opposes So- 
viet Plan.

PARIS, Sept. 4 (AP)—The four- 
power Foreign Ministers’ Council 
met today for the’ second time 
during the Paris peace confer- 
ence and were reported to have 
debated for three hours without 
agreement a Soviet’ proposal to 


postpone until November the ap- 
proaching session of the United 
Nations General eAssembly. 

A French informant said Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky, attending as a dep- 
uty for Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov, proposed that the 
U. N. meeting be postponed until 
early November and bs trans- 
ferred to Paris or Geneva. 

Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes opposed this idea, the in- 
formant .added, and declared the 
council had three courses — to 
maintain the scheduled date of 
Sept. 23, open a limited session 
Sept. 23 to administrative and 
technical questions, or adjourn the 
U.N, sessions. 

Suggestion by Byrnes. 

French sources said Byrnes sug- 
gested that the United Nations 
sessions be divided with the first 
part on administrative sessions 
and the second part, following 
conclusion of the peace confer- 
ence, to take up political ques- 
tions. 

In any event, Byrnes said this 
should be decided by the United 
Nations and its secretary general. 

Vishinsky replied that, under 
rules of procedure, this sort of 
division would be impossible. It 
would also be impossible for sev- 
eral countries to. maintain two 
delegations, one in New York and 
the other in Paris, he said. Vi- 
shinsky mentioned White Russia, 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia. 

“This Sept. 23 date is not in the 
Bible,” Vishinsky was quoted as 
saying, “so why must we insist 
upon it?” 

At one point, British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin suggested 
that the peace conference be 
moved to New York, but this 
apparently was not taken serious- 
ly by his colleagues. Byrnes did 
not comment on the idea. 

Bevin said he wanted to know 
if Vishinsky’s proposal for post- 
ponement to November and trans- 
fer of the United Nations session 
to Europe were linked. 

Vishinsky said they were not. 
He said that, if the U.N. meeting 
was held in New York, it would 
have to be at a later date, but 
that, if it was moved to Europe, 
it might be possible to open it as 
early as Oct. 20. 

Molotov Still in Moscow. 

A French Foreign Ministry 
spokesman earlier in the day re- 
ported that Molotov had returned 
to Paris for the council meeting, 
but later French sources said their 
information was that he had not 
returned, and Russian sources 
said he was not expected back 
until “sometime later this week.” 

Molotov left Paris for Moscow 
Saturday, presumably to report on 
the peace conference. British

KULING, China, Sept. 4—In an 
interview here Monday night, Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek reaf- 
firmed his desire for political 
agreement with the Chinese Com- 
munists, but expressed some anxi- 
ety over American public opinion 
toward the Chinese situation. The 
Generalissimo said if the Ameri- 
can people fully understood the 
aims and motives of the Commu- 
nist party in China they would be 
better able to appreciate the diffi- 
culties confronting the Chinese 
Government. 

Chiang aired his. views in a talk 
with this correspondent on the 
veranda of his mountain-side sum- 
mer home. Mme. Chiang did the 
interpreting. The interview fol- 
lowed a lawn supper at which the 
special American envoy to China, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Mrs. 
Marshall and Dean and Mrs. Ros- 
coe Pound were honored guests. 

- Hopes Stuart Succeeds. 
. Generalissimo Chiang was in an 
unusually informal mood, Elabo- 
rating on his promise to broaden 
the base of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, he said that the first step is 
to persuade the Communists to 

e in. 
ae “hase and pray,” he said, “that 
the five-man committee under the 
American Ambassador (Dr. John 
Leighton Stuart) will be able to 
agree on the composition of the 
state council. That would be the 
starting point toward close co-Op- 
eration.” 

Chiang voiced a strong wish 
that Gen. Marshall, who is taking 
a prominent role in bringing the 
opposing parties together, would 
stay.on in China “until his task 
is successfully consumated. 

He added: “That may take some 
time.” : 

Yet the Generalissimo remains 
extremely distrustful of Commu- 
nist motives and believes that 
Americans are being victimized by 
Communist propaganda. 

“The Chinese Government and 
the Chinese people,” he _ said, 
“have always had a feeling of the 
warmest friendship for the United 
States. Our people realize that 
the main interest of the United 
States is to help us along the 
path toward peace and unity. 
However, the Americans perhaps 
do not fully understand the Com- 
munist question in China. If they 
did, their attitude would be diff- 
erent. 

“Many Americans look upon the 
Chinese Communists as agrarian 
reformists first and as Commu- 
nists second. As a matter of fact, 
they are Communists first and 
Chinese afterward. They are 
slaves of the Third International, 
and the Chinese people are their 
tools. The Communists are pri- 
marily interested in class warfare 
at the expense of the liberties of 
the people. 

“Their technique of oppression 
is even more radical than that of 
the Russian Communists. 

‘If you doubt this, talk to 
‘American missionaries who have 
seen the Communists in action in 
North Kiangsu and elsewhere.” 

I mentioned to Chiang the wide- 
spread public criticism of the 
Kuomintang (Nationalist party) 
Government, and asked him what 
is being done to clean house in- 
side the party. He replied that 
concrete measures are being taken 
to eliminate administrative evils 
in local governments and to im- 
prove the livelihood of the people. 

When I asked about the grow- 
ing power of the rightest “clique,” 
the Generalissimo smiled broadly 
and said that this was another 
Communist invention. 

Writer's Conclusions. 

Above are the representative 
views of a man who more than 
any other individual holds the im- 


/ mediate future of China in his 


} 


hands. From Chiang’s remarks, 
inferences and acts, this writer 
draws the following conclusions: 

1..The Generalissimo is gen- 
uinely disturbed and puzzled 
over American reaction to the 
present situation in China, and 
is anxious to avoid further de- 
terioration of Chinese-American 
relations. : 

2. He realizes the critical na- 
ture of the current Kuomintang- 
Communist talks, and will proba- 
bly prolong them as long as 
there is any hope for a success- 
ful outcome, 

3. His suspicion and hatred of 
the Communists are so deep and 
real that there is a definite 
limit to the concessions he will 
allow, despite foreign pressure. 

4. While realizing the necessi- 
ty for limited reforms in 
the Kuomintang Government, 
Chiang is reluctant to go all-out 
and is unable to appreciate the 
woeful decline of the Kuomin- 
tang’s prestige. 

5. Chiang’s loyalty to his party 
comrades makes him tolerant of 
their shortcomings, especially 
when the criticism savors of 
Communist propaganda. 

In short, the Generalissimo is 
caught in a conflict between his 
good intentions and his dislike 
for an opposition party which he 
is convinced gets its orders from 
Moscow.

Text of U.S. Note to Yugoslavia on Planes

F Clayton: 


Sir: 

I refer to a note dated Aug. 30, 

1946, which you left at the De- 
partment of State in regard to al- 
leged flights of United States 
planes over Yugoslav territory. 
In your note you refer to several 
notes of protest te the United 
States Government requesting that 
flights over Yugoslav territory be 
stopped and that inquiries be un- 
dertaken toward establishing those 
responsible, You state that your 
Government did not receive a sat- 
isfactory reply and that measures 
were not undertaken to prevent 
the flights. Your note states fur- 
thermore that your government re- 
ceived no satisfactory answer to 
its last two notes—that of Aug, 10, 
1946, in regard to the forced land- 
ing of an American military trans- 
port plane in Yugoslavia on Aug. 9 
and that of Aug. 20 concerning the 
flight of a second American trans- 
port over Yugoslav territory on 
Aug. 19, “whose crew unfortunate- 
ly met a tragic end that might, in 
any case have been avoided had 
the crew obeyed the invitation to 
land,” 
In your note of Aug. 30 you 
state that neither of these two 
American planes flew over Yugo- 
slavia in an emergency caused by 
bad weather. Your note further 
states that your Government “can- 
not be held responsible for the 
victims” of the plane which was 
shot down on Aug. 19 “as ‘it had 
undertaken everything possible to 
avoid such results in similar 
flights which had taken place, and 
which might easily occur at a bor- 
der where our army, like that of 
every indeepndent country,” is 
charged with guarding the integ- 
rity of our territory and the sov- 
ereignty of our country.” 


Yugoslay Complaints. 


Your note of Aug. 30 states 
that your Government again re- 
quests that the United States 
Government reply concerning the 
steps it has taken to end “the 
unauthorized and _ intentional 
flights over Yugoslav territory.” 
You further state that unauthor- 
ized flights over Yugoslav terri- 
tory have occurred again in the 
same region even after the “in- 
cident” of Aug. 19. Your note 
states that “on Aug. 23 there 
were flights by three bombers, 
three fighters and one transport; 
Aug. 24, eight planes flew over— 
three bombers, three fighters and 
two transports; Aug. 25, three 
planes, two fighters and one 
transport; Aug. 26, nine planes, 
seven fighters, one transport and 
one bomber; Aug. 27, nine 
planes, five bombers, two trans- 
ports and two fighters.” Your 
note goes on to state that it is 
obvious that all of these cases 
“could not be the result of emer- 
gency or bad weather, but that in 
most cases the flights over our 
territory were intentional.” 


Your note concludes by refer- 
ring to the statement of Marshal 
Tito to  Ambasador Patterson 
that “he has forbidden the shoot- 
ing at planes that might fly over 
Yugoslav territory; presuming 
that for its part the Government 
of the United States of America 
would undertake the steps neces- 
sary to prevent these flights, ex- 
cept in the case of emergency or 
bad weather, for which arrange- 
ments could be made by agree- 
ment between American and 
Yugoslav authorities.” , 
In a conversation with Ambassa- 
dor Patterson in Belgrade on Aug. 
31, Marshal Tito stated that he 
was sorry to say that far from 
ceasing, unauthorized flights over 
Yugoslav territory continued in in- 
creasing numbers every day. He 
stated that on Aug. 28 four fight- 
ers and’ two bombers were sighted 
over Yugoslav territory; on Aug. 
29 he asserted 20 planes, 14 bomb- 
ers, two transports and four fight- 
ers flew over Yugoslav territory 
without authorization. Presuma- 
bly, although this is not complete- 
ly clear from Ambassador Patter- 
son’s telegram reporting the con- 
versation, Marshal Tito believed 
that all of these planes were 
American planes, 
In this same conversation with 
Ambassador Patterson on Aug. 31, 
Marsha! Tito, after referring to 
your note of Aug. 30 to the De- 
partment of State, stated that he 
was now asking for three things: 
(1) An official guarantee that vio- 
lations of Yugoslav territory 
would stop; (2) That pilots and 
others responsible for future viola- 
tions would be punished and (3) 
An agreement on signals for pilots 
in difficulty to communicate with 
Yugoslav pilots and ground forces 
for assistance. 
Recapitulation of Allegations. 
In order that I may deal com- 
prehensively with the alleged vio- 
lations of Yugoslav territory by 
American planes, perhaps it would 
be well if I recapitulated briefly 
statements contained in the notes 
of your Government in regard to 
such alleged violations. Your Gov- 
ernment’s note of Aug. 10 alleged 
172 violations of Yugoslav terri- 
tory and gave 97 examples of 
such violations on seven specified 
dates between July 16 and Aug. 
8 The examples cited comprised 
61 bombers, 15 fighters, one trans- 
port and 20 unidentified aircraft. 
The violations of Yugoslav ter- 
ritory alleged to have taken place 
in your note of Aug. 30 are set 
forth in the third paragraph of this 
note and those mentioned by 
Marshal Tito in conversation with 
Ambassador Patterson on Aug. 31 
are set forth in the fifth para- 
graph of this note. 
In summary, the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment has alleged that over the 
period from July 16 to Aug. 29, 
278 unauthorized flights were 
made over Yugoslav territory, a 
high proportion of these flights 
being by bombers and fighters. 
Investigation by U.S. 
The United States Government 
has made a thorough and compre- 
hensive investigation of these al- 
leged flights over Yugoslav terri- 
tory.

Of these flights, nine were made 
by unarmed transports and one 
by a bomber, a B-17. No other 
American military planes were 
near enough to Yugoslav terri- 
tory for it to have been possible 
for them to fly over the terri- 
tory of your country. 


According to the records of 
the United States Army Aijr 
Force, the 10 flights of United 
States planes during this period 
did. not take place over Yugo- 
slay territory. These planes were, 
however, near Yugoslav terri- 
tory, and it is conceivable that 
there might have been brief mo- 
ments when, due to weather 
conditions, one or more of the 
planes was in fact over Yugo- 
slay territory, but so far as the 
United States Government is 
aware, and according to the 
records of the United States 
Army Air Force, this did not ac- 
tually take place, 


I would call your attention to 
the fact that during this period 
of July 16 to Aug. 8 your govern- 
ment alleges that there were 
violations of Yugoslav territory 
by 61 bombers, 15 fighters, one 
transport and 95 unidentified 
planes, and again remind you 
that of the American planes 
which could have possibly been 
over Yugoslay territory at. any 
time during this period there 
were only nine American un- 
armed transports and one bomb- 
er; this is to be compared with 
the 172 violations your Govern- 
ment alleges. I can only con- 
clude that violations of Yugo- 
slav territory by the planes set 
forth in your Government’s note 
of Aug. 10 must have been made 
by planes other than United 
States planes, 


Air Force Records Cited. 


“As regards the period Aug. 10 
to Aug. 20, dealt with in your 
Government’s note of Aug. 20, the 
facts are that on the dates spec- 
ified during this period United 
States military aircraft per- 
formed only 30 flights in areas 
close enough to Yugoslav terri- 
tory for it to have been possible 
for any of these planes to fly 
over Yugoslav territory. All of 
these United States planes were 
unarmed transport aircraft ex- 
cept for one bomber, a_ B-17. 
Twenty-two of the alleged 44 vio- 
lations, “three fighters, one 
transport aircraft and at least 18 
bombers,” took place on Aug. 13 
according to the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment. On that day only three 
American military aircraft per- 
formed flights close enough to 
Yugoslav territory for it to have 
been possible for a violation of 
Yugoslav territory to have oc- 
curred; these three planes were 
unarmed transports. It is within 
the bounds of possibility that 
some of the 30 United States air- 
craft which flew during this. pe- 
riod were inadvertently over 
Yugoslav territory due to weather 
conditions. This, however, is not 
shown in the records of the 
United States Army Air Force. 


I would call your attention to 
the fact that during this period 
your Government alleges that 
there were violations of Yugo- 
slav territory by *27 bombers 
and 12 fighters. During that pe- 
riod no American fightér and 
only one American bomber was 
closé enough te Yugoslav ter- 
ritory for it to have been pos- 
sible, even inadvertently, for it 
to have flown over Yugoslav 
territory. I am therefore forced 
to conclude that the violations 
Yugoslav territory set forth in 
your Government's note of Aug. 
20 must have been made by 
planes other than American 
planes. 


As regards the alleged viola- 
tions of Yugoslav territory set 
forth in your note of Aug. 30 and 
recapitulated in the third para- 
graph of this note, I may say 
that the facts as regards Amer- 
ican planes are as follows: All 
flights over the Vienna-Udine 
route were stopped on Aug. 20. 
On Aug. 25 orders were given 
for the resumption of this serv- 
ice with armed B-17 bombers. 

The orders provided that each 
plane was to proceed as far as 
Klagenfurt, Austria, and thence 
to Udine without crossing Yugo- 
slay territory provided, the 
weather was satisfactory. If the 
weather was unsatisfactory and 
there was danger that the plane 
might inadvertently get over 
Yugoslav territory, the plane 
was to return to Vienna. 

The B-17 bomber which was to 
inaugurate this service on Aug. 25 
did in fact return to Vienna after 
reaching Kiagenfurt because of 
weather conditions. For the re- 
mainder of the period covered by 
your note of Aug. 30 there were 
three flights of American military 
planes over that route under the 
industructions set forth above. 
These three flights were made by 
armed B-17 bombers. 

No Territory Violation.

No American planes ‘have flown 
over Yugoslavia intentionally 
without advance approval of 
Yugoslav authorities unless forced 
to do so in an emergency. I pre- 
sume that the Government of 
Yugoslavia recognizes that in case 
a plane and its occupants are 
jeopardized, the aircraft may 
change its course so as to seek 
safety even though such action 
may result in flying over Yugo- 
slav territory without prior clear- 
ance. 

Two Planes Shot Down. 


Two unarmed American trans- 


by Yugoslav fighters. The first 
inciderit occurred on Aug. 9. The 
pilot of this plane was specifically 
instructed to fly over Klagenfurt 
to Udine via Tarvisio, carefully 
avoiding Yugoslav territory, The 
weather information available to 
this pilot was inaccurate and he 
encountered heavy clouds, icing 
and high winds on his route. 
When he emerged into clear 
weather he believed that his plane 
was northwest of Udine in Italy, 
Actually, while under instrument 
flight conditions he had drifted 
off his course into Yugoslavia. 


The plane w then ap- 
proached by thr¢ Yugoslav 
fighters. These fighters made 
no signal which could be in- 
terpreted as a landing signal. 
They did wobble their wings 
which, according to United 
States practice is the accepted 
signal to attract attention to the 
plane making the signal. The 
Yugoslav fighters then attacked 
without any warning whatso- 
ever. The transport plane then 
descended rapidly in an effort 
to land but was fired on during 
the descent. 

After the plane landed the 
passengers and crew were held 
from Aug. 9 to Aug, 22 by the 
Yugoslav authorities. During 
this period the passengers and

Assurances Given. 

The Yugoslav Government has 
already received assurances from 
the United States Government that 
United States planes will not cross 
Yugoslav territory without prior 
clearance from Yugoslav authori- 
ties except when forced to do go 
by circumstances over which there 
is no control such as bad weather.

The Yugoslav Government has 
released the crew and passengers 
of the transport plane which was 
forced down on Aug. 9 with the 
exception of the wounded Turk- 
ish officer who was a passenger 
on the plane and is still in the 
hospital. I have been informed that 
the Yugoslav government has ad- 
vised the Turkish authorities that 
this Turkish officer is free to 
leave Yugoslavia when he is able 
to travel and that Govern- 
ment has expressed its regrets 
concerning his injury. 

Text of Tito’s Note. 

The United States Government 
was glad to receive the assurances 
contained in Marshal Tito’s note 
dated Aug. 3ist to Ambassador 
Patterson, The full text of that 
note reads as: follows: 

“No, ‘10381, Belgrade, Aug. 31, 
1946. 

“Excellency: 


“With reference to our conver- 
sation in Bled on Aug. 22, 1946, 
as well as to the statements I 
made on that occasion on behalf 
of the government of the Feder- 
ative Peoples Republic of Yugo- 
slavia, not all of which have been 
laid down in my written reply 
of Aug. 23, I have to confirm here- 
with: 

“(One) The Government of the 
Federative Peoples Republic of 
Yugoslavia regrets indeed that 
American pilots lost their lives at 
the accident of Aug. 19, near Bled, 
when an American military trans- 
port plane crashed after disobey- 
ing signals to land; 

“(Two) As I already stated both 
orally and in. writing to Anglo- 
American correspondents, I have 
issued ordered to our military 
authorities to the effect that no 
transport planes must be fired at 
any more, even if they might in- 
tentionally fly over our territory 
without proper clearance, but that 
in such cases they should be in- 
vited to land; if they refused to 
do so their identity should be 
taken and the Yugoslav govern- 
ment informed hereof so that any 
necessary steps could be under- 
taken through appropriate chan- 
nels, 

“I also confirm my statement 
made on that occasion, on behalf 
of the Government of the Federa- 
tive Peoples Republic of Yugo- 
slavia that I consider objectless 
the American Government’s note 
which was, to our surprise, unnec- 
essarily and without reason too 
strong towards an allied country 
as is Yugoslavia; the Government 
of the Federative Peoples Repub- 
lic of Yugoslavia had ordered 24 
hours prior to the handing over 
of the said note that the crew of 
the plane be released and that they 
be allowed to leave this country. 
The crew had been taken over by 
Mr. Hohenthal, the American con- 
sul at 7:30 hours of Aug. 22, i.e., 
full eight hours before the note in 
connection with that crew was 
handed over.

Damage — Police Fire 
on Mobs.

BOMBAY, Sept. 4 (AP)—Riot- 
weary. Bombay was reported offi- 
cially to have quieted tonight 
after a tumultuous day in which 
fighting between Hindus and 
Moslems increased the casualties 
since Sunday ,to 146 dead and 484 
wounded. 

A communique from the infor- 
mation director said peace settled 
on the city. for the moment at 
least, at 8:30 p.m. “apparently as 
a result of extension of the 7 p.m. 
to 6:30 a.m. curfew to include 
about 80 per cent of the city.” 

Sporadic violence occurred last 
night and police had to fire sev- 
eral times to disperse rioting 
crowds. 

The disorders occurred mostly 
in the northern section of the 
city, but extended to the main 
business section, where mobs 
tried to break into stores and at- 
tempted to burn a house of wor- 
ship. Streets in curfew areas 
were littered with rocks hurled 
at police patrols. 

Under the threat of further 
trouble many places of business 
closed. The city began to feel 
the pinch of a food shortage as 
deliveries fell off. 

A health menace developed in 
one section where sewers became 
clogged and workers refused to 
clean them in fear of their lives. 

Police ._announced that 1163 
persons had been arrested since 
the beginning of the disorders. 

Hindus residing in tenements 
predominantly Moslem, and Mos- 
lems who found themselves in a 
reverse position, began sending 
calis for police escorts to safety 
as fighting surged through the 
streets. A police sub-inspector was 
knifed while answering one such 
call, 

A number of dwellings were 
wrecked by mobs which forced 
their way inside and pitched the 
furnishings into the streets. A

Commenting on the article, the 
London Evening News said it was 
an answer to the American author, 
Ralph Ingersoll, whose book, “Top 
Secret,” criticized Montgomery for 
delays in attacking on the Allied 
east flank after D-day. 

Montgomery wrote that his de- 


- laying tactics at Caen immediate- 


ly after D-day were designed to 
draw off German reserves while 
‘United States Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley smashed the weakened German 
‘lines to the west. _ 

Montgomery was over-all land 
forces commander of the Allied 
invasion for about three months, 
from D-day until Sept. 1, 1944, aft- 
er which Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Allied commander in chief, 
‘took over. 

‘Faulty Enemy Strategy.’ 

Montgomery said the _ Allies 
achieved greater success because 
of “faulty strategy of the enemy.” 

German panzer divisions were 
unable to concentrate on the inva- 
sion forces, he said, because Field 
Marshal Karl Gerd Rudolf von 
Rundstedt, German commander in 
chief in the west, and Field Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel could not 
agree, 

“The result,” Montgomery's dis- 
patch declared, “was that the pan- 
zer divisions were forced to engage 
us prematurely and ‘were unable 
to concentrate to deliver a co-ordi- 
nated blow until it was too late.” 

Rommel wanted to halt the in- 

aders on the beaches by concen- 
eating a great volume of fire on 
ft}he beaches themselves and to sea- 


/ward of them, Montgomery said. 
“Von Rundstedt favored what the 


Marshal called a “crust-cushion- 
hammer plan,” using infantry on 
the coast line, a cushion of infan- 
try divisions in tactical reserve, 
And a “hammer” of armored forces 
in strategic reserve farther in- 
Jand, 

Montgomery expressed the be- 
lief that had “reasonable weather 
conditions obtained,” the Arnhem 
bridgehead, aimed to open the 
northern Ruhr and the north Ger- 
man plains by an airborne opera- 
tion, would have been established 
and maintained. 

“Full success at Arnhem,” Mont- 
gomery wrote, “was denied us for 
two reasons. First: The weather 
prevented the building up of ade- 
quate forces in the vital area. Sec- 
ond: The enemy managed to effect 
a very rapid concentration of 
forces to oppose us.” 

Von Rundstedt’s last great of- 
fensive in which he sought to cut 
Allied armies in two and drive to 
Antwerp was aided by extremely 
pad weather. 

Tribute to Americans. 

The battle of the Ardennes 
bulge, Von Rundstedt’s major ef- 
fort in the drive on Belgium and 
to the coast, “was won primarily 
by the staunch fighting qualities 
of the American soldier,” Mont- 
gomery’s dispatch declared, 

Montgomery paid high tribute 
to the “splendid spirit of co-opera- 
tion” established between the Brit- 
fish and American services under 
supreme command of Gen, Eisen- 
hower. 

_He also praised highly the work 
of the bomber command and the 
American Air Force, which, he 
said, “did magnificent work in 
weakening Germany generally.” 

Praising the amphibious and the 
specialized armor, Montgomery 
wrote: 

“The outstanding point which 
emerges once more is that we re- 
guire only two basic types of 
tank—the capital tank (for fight- 
ing) and the light tank (for re- 
connaissance). 

“The capital tank must be a 
weapon of universal application, 
suitable not only for working with 
the infantry in the attack and in 
the dag-fight battle but also cap- 
able of operating in the spear- 
heads of the armored division in 
pursuit.” 

Montgomery said that in consid- 
ering the future of artillery, guid- 
ance should be taken from the 
fact “that a large number of small 
shells over a given time produces 
a greater effect on the enemy then 
the same weight of larger shells.”

WHEN RAINS CAME 
MORE LIGHTS FAILED 


Sunday’s Storm, Recent Rains 
Damaged More Equipment 
Than 1927 Tornado. 


The heavy rains of Aug. 14, 15 
and 16 and the wind and rain 
storm last Sunday cayised more 
widespread interruption of elec- 
tric service in the St. Louis area 
than did the tornado of 1927, 
Union Electric Co. officials said 
today. 

While the tornado damage was 
severe, it was confined to a rela- 
tively compact area and was 
easier to handle than the wide- 
spread interruptions caused by 
the recent storms, it was ex- 
plained. The August rains and re- 
sulting floods affected north and 
central St. Louis and the East 
Side, and Sunday’s storm struck 
the South Side, A total of 75,000 
customers were affected by the 
several storms. Following Sun- 
day’s storm, service was inter- 
rupted for about 10,000 electric 
consumers for a_ short. time. 
Another 1500 were affected for sev- 
eral hours and complete service 
was not restored until yesterday. 

Union Electric crews worked 
from 12 to 40 hours in a stretch to 
restore service. About 90 per cent 
of the interruptions were restored 
in a short time by utilizing secon- 
dary feeders. More serious dam- 
age required the attention of trou- 
ble men and took time for repairs. 
Damage included impairment of 
transformers, lightning arresters 
and fuses, as well as wires carry- 
ing from 110 to 13,000 volts.

mayor Erastus Corning of Albany, 
36-year-old combat infantryman 
in World War II, named to run 
for lieutenant-governor. Mead, 
Lehman and Corning, never have 
been defeated at the polls. 

G.O0.P. Row Avoided, 

Republicans, meeting at Sara- 
toga Springs, nominated state as- 
sembly leader Irving M. Ives as 
candidate for United States Sena- 
tor after Maj. Gen. William J.

Wrings Hands as He Ad- 

mits Suzanne Degnan 

_ Murder — Hearings on 
Punishment Begin. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 4 (AP)—Wil- 
liam Heirens, 17-year-old student, 
pleaded guilty today of three Chi- 
cago murders. A court began 
hearings to fix his punishment. 

After rattling off “guilty” to 24 
burglary and two assauk charges, 
the university sophomore halting- 
ly admitted his guilt when con- 
fronted with indictments charging 
he murdered 6-year-old Suzanne 
Degnan, Mrs. Josephine- Ross and 
Miss Frances Brown. 

When the clerk announced the 
indictment accusing him of the 
kidnaping and murder of 6-year- 
old Suzanne Degnan, Heirens 
wrung his hands, his lips quivered 
and® he responded haltingly: 
“Guilty.” 

Chief Justice Harold G. Ward 
of the Cook County (Chieago) 
Criminal Court then interrupted 
the proceeding to warn Heirens of 
his constitutional rights and the 
jeopardy into which such a plea 
placed him. 

“You understand, Heirens, that 
in pleading guilty you are waiving 
a trial by jury, and that having 
waived that trial the court may 
#entence you to death, or natural 
life imprisonment, or for any num- 
ber of years not less than 14,” the 
judge said. “Having been in- 
formed of this, do you still persist 
in pleading guilty?” 

“Yes,” Heirens replied. 

The same procedure was fol- 

lowed with the indictments ac- 
cusing him of murdering Mrs. 
Ross, 43, a widow, in her apart- 
ment June 5, 1945, and Miss Fran- 
ces Brown, 33, a former Wave, in 
her apartment Dec. 10, 1945. 
Suzanne Degnan was strangled 
Jan, 7 and her body dismembered 
and scattered in sewers thfough 
the neighborhood. 
. Wilbert Crowley, first assistant 
state’s attorney, announced-at the 
e©eonclusion of arraignment pro- 
ceedings that the state was ready 
to proceed with the hearing. The 
state also announced dismissal of 
three assault with intent to com- 
mit murder charges. 

While Heirens was entering his 
plea, James Degnan, father of 
Suzanne, sat at the prosecution 
attorney’s table. Behind them 
were Heirens’ parents, George and 
Maragaret Heirens, grim and 
silent. 

The state is reported to have 
agreed not to ask for the death 
penalty, in exchange for the signed 
statements made by Heirens on 
Aug. 6 relating details of the three 
murders. 

Psychiatrists in a report sub- 
mitted to State’s Attorney William 
J. Tuohy yesterday said _ that 
Heirens was able to “conduct his 
defense in_a rational and reason- 
able manner,” although he has “a 
deep sexual perversion which was 
the cause of his crimes,” and that 
he “feels no remorse, even now.”

The issue took on aspects of a 
test of the Government’s wage 
stabilization program because of 
this background: 

In July the AFL-Sailors Union 
of the Pacific negotiated a con- 
tract with the Pacific American 
Shipowners’ Association for a 
$22.50 monthly increase for able- 
bodied seamen. Later the AFL- 

Seafarers’ International Union 
won a $27.50 a month increase 
from the East and Gulf Atlantic 
Coast.general agents. 

Although the War Shipping 
Administration approved the 
higher rates for AFL seamen, 
the wage board ruled the in- 
crease could not exceed the 

$17.50 settlement accepted by the 
WMU at the climax of the June 
strike crisis. The board held 
that any increase over $17.50 
would be inflationary. 

That touched off the new 
strike threat. The CIO union, 
strong on the Atlantic coast, 
pledged its support. Members 
watched eagerly for develop- 
ments, as approval of the higher 
rates for AFL seamen would 
provide them with a strong ar- 
gument for matching increases. 

Walter J. Mason, AFL mem- 
ber of the wage board, pressed 
for reconsideration of the deci- 
sion, to which he had made a 
vigorous dissent. Joining him 
in the argument was the Pacific 
Employers’ Association, which 
said the extra $5 was granted to 
the AFL seamen after Harry 
Lundberg, West Coast sailors’ 
boss, had agreed to abandon 
about 70 other contract de- 
mands. 

President J. B. Bryan of the 
Pacific Employers’ group told a 
reporter he feared that if $5 of 
the $22.50 monthly increase is 

disallowed all the original demantis 
would be renewed. “Hidden in- 
creases in the 70 other demands 
will probably far exceed that $5 
a month,” he said.

FIRST DAY, 41 OVER YEAR AGO 


Total enrollment in the city 
public schools yesterday was 79,- 
849, an increase of 41 over last 
year’s first-day figure. Superin- 
tendefit of Instruction Philip J. 
Hickey predicted that late regis- 
trants would bring the enrollment 
close to the 90,000 recorded last 
ear, 

Elementary schools’ enrolled

in the Trieste area of Italy at

Pittsburgh Power Strike To Be

In 1919, I opened the University Drug Company as 
one of the first exclusive prescription pharmacies in 
St. Louis. At all times I have maintained cordial re- 
lations with all the employees. Wages, hours, and 
working conditions have always been among the best

In August, 1945, while most of our employees were 
still in service several of our pharmacists joined the 
Wholesale, Retail and Department Stores Union of 
the CIO.

HE case of Luke Sewell, 

manager of a pennant 

winner in 1944 and fired in 
1946, shows how things can 
happen. There is no one who 
will question Sewell’s ability, as 
shown in 1944. He got the glub 
off to a fine start, kept the ne 
pecking away through some di 
couraging slumps and the team 
must have had sufficient inspir- 
ation when it won the pennant 
on the last day of the season. 

And yet, two years later, this 
same Sewell tenders his resig- 
nation, on request, “for the 
good of the club.” What hap- 
pened? 

There is an answer. Undoubt- 
edly Muckerman .was over-sold 
on his club. Before the war, 
with virtually the same manpow- 
er, certainly with comparable 
manpower, the Browns were not 
pennant contenders. In 1942, 
the club finished third, but 19% 
games off the pennant-winning 
pace of the Yankees and 10% 
games behind the Red Sox: That 
year, too,-the Indians were with- 
out Bob Feller. The players 
were beginning to drift off to 
war. 

This spring most prognostica- 
tors picked the Browns as a sec- 
ond division club.

Russia Plays Politics With Food

HIS is a Soviet Success Story—-a story of a year of Russian 
In Moscow on May 1, 1946, 


there was a victory parade. For 
geven hours the _ procession 
marched: Military power, labor, 
national pride and world vision all 
rolled up in one great Russian 
The workers of Soviet 
heavy industry carried a banner: 

“WE MUST OUTSTRIP AMER- 
ICA!” 

World events of 1945-46 cannot 
be seen in right focus until we 
grasp the fundamental fact that 
the world is still at war. This ob- 
servation is made without the 
slightest alarmist intent. 

Military warfare has ended, ex- 
cept in China and Indonesia, but 
we still witness a war of nerves— 
war in the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council—war of hunger, chaos 
and suffering—war of political in- 
trigue and military pressure—war 
of trade—war of classes. 

How deep the cleavage is be- 
tween the democratic nations on 
the one hand and the Soviet Un- 
jon and its satellites is clear from 
the Paris peace conference. 

This series of three articles is 
a report on a world war as sig- 
nificant historically as the battles 
of El Alamein, Stalingrad, St. Lo, 
Okinawa, the Coral Sea, Hiro- 
shima. 

The Hungry Millions. 

Millions of people in Europe 
and Asia are living on starvation 
diets. The minds and bodies of 
millions more are being condi- 
tioned by the stark lack of enough 
bread, fats, meat and milk to 
keep them at a minimum level of 
health, 

Herbert Hoover has said pub- 
licly that world Communism, 
wherever it had a press in the 37 
nations he visited in recent 
months, made open and vicious 
attacks on his relief mission, 

This is the war of hunger. 

The Soviet Union has refused to 
eo-operate with other nations con- 
sistently in the war against world 
famine. It has not given positive 
and active assistance to UNRRA. 
From the start of UNRRA the 
Russians have used food for polit- 
ical purposes and compelled re- 
lief to be put under their own 
political control throughout east- 
ern Europe. 

A top UNRRA official predicted 
to me in 1944, “The way things 
are going, UNRRA will become 
an American soup kitchen for 
Russian-occupied Europe.” 

It became much more than that. 
It made a magnificent record in 
Greece and Italy, and accom- 
plished excellent work with dis- 
placed persons in Germany, once 
the heart-breaking obstacles were 

vercome—obstacles of war needs 
efore V-E day, of inefficient and 
cumbersome administration, of 
Russian obstruction. 
Reds Keep Own Food. 

But the Soviet Union refused to 
poo] food resources. It has kept 
its home grown and confiscated 
food supplies a secret. Its former 
agent, Tito, kept the UNRRA mis- 
gion out of Yugoslavia until the

The Soviet representative on 
the committee was named [liu- 
shenko.

Representing a na- 
tion which contributed nothing to 
UNRRA operations, he still was 
the most active man on the com- 
mittee. 

He appeared as Eastern Eu- 


rope, Inc., and appointed himself 


to speak for the area from the 
Baltic to the Adriatic. 
Over-all chief of the UNR 
London office was amiable Sir 
Frederick Leith Ross, well-known

From the omnipresence of 
creeping political terror to a sort 
of Tammany system of passing 
out favors to the faithful, every 
method which the Nazis exploited 
so successfully is now being em- 
ployed by the Soviet Union. As 
might be expected, the whole sys- 
tem is squarely based on the one 
party principle. : 


The choser. instrument is the 
so-called Unity party. This is the 
result of the merger of Socialists 
and Communists  bludgeoned 
through in the Soviet zone this 
spring by Sokolowski’s predeces- 
sor, Marshal Zhukov. Terror and 
bribery were employed freely to 
obtain the merger. Socialists who 
opposed it had a tendency to dis- 
appear without trace. Socialists 
who favored it conversely tended 
to blossom forth with large new 
villas, extra food rations and 
other special privileges, The spirit 
in which the Soviet command ap- 
proached the problem was ad- 
mirably summed up in an inter- 
view between Marshal Zhukov and 
a Socialist with independent in- 
clinations. The marshal flatly in- 
formed his trembling caller that 
the merger “must be accomplished 
by May 1.” The Socialist mus- 
tered just enough courage to in- 
quire whether this was an order. 
To this the marshal roared out 
that it was a wish, but that the 
wishes of the Soviet commander 
were the law of the Soviet zone.

In the Soviet zone, Unity party 
membership is required of school 
teachers, business administrators, 
civil servants and others in fa- 
vored positions. Party member- 
ship cards in many localities are 
the only means of obtaining the 
full food ration as shown on the 
ration card, Independents are 
punished by positive harassment 
as well as by the denial of privi- 
leges and opportunities. By these 
familiar expedients the party has 
been forced into a powerful politi- 
cal implement, 


No Socialist activities are per- 
mitted in the Soviet zone since the 
alleged merger, but the Christian 
Democrats and Liberals have been 
licensed as opposition parties in 
order to preserve democratic ap- 
pearances. How meaningless this 
pretense is can be judged by the 
evidence. As for the Liberal 
party, it is a small minority 
group, the leader of which in the 
Soviet zone, is well known to be 
an almost senile Soviet stooge.

A Pawn Upon a Throne 


George Glucksberg has been thrust brutally 
back on the throne of Greece, shoved there for 
the most part by British and American foreign 
policy. Do the Western powers have to toy with 
such giddy and oppressive reactionaries as the 
only alternative under the sun to Communist 
domination of the small states? 

Greece is a symbol of muddling Western 
statesmanship, which in fear of the extreme left 
helped to build up the extreme right, and cast 
the middle of the road aside. George is an un- 
wanted monarch—that was proved when he was 
thrown out in a vote in 1923. He was restored 
then only by military power. The same is true 
now, and the military power is Britain’s. ) 

British forces followed the retreating Ger- 
mans into Greece, and crushed or intimidated 
the people’s party. They shot down the Com- 
munist-supported Elas in Athens, but suppres- 
sion did not end with that group. Seymour 
Freidin of the New York Herald Tribune toured 
the Greek mountains, and reported that Royalist 
supporters were in full control of police and 
food distribution. They boasted to him of 
“chasing all the Communists out of town.” A 
Liberal party leader, certainly no Communist, 
told Mr. Freidin, “It is an offense to sing any 
but Royalist songs.” 

Besides protecting Royalists and allowing 
them arms, the British—with the Americans 
tagging along—let the King’s crowd get away 
with padded voting lists in the election last 
March. These lists contained more than two 
million names, many of them the names of dead 
persons, for Greece’s population is only 7,000,000 
and women do not vote. Now a special British- 
American commission has gone through the mo- 
tions of purging the rolls, but it is doubtful if 
the anti-Monarchists have much faith in what 
was done, 

The results in the plebiscite on the King’s re- 
turn were exactly as predicted. Everyone knew 
well in advance that the republican supporters 
had no chance. Mr. Freidin reports that the 
results were “as overwhelming as any that 
Mayor Hague has enjoyed in Jersey City.” 

Since the right had things sewed up, much of 
the left or the center didn’t vote, or was afraid 
to. Themistokles Sophoulis, former Premier and 
Liberal leader, had protested against “the ter- 
rorism which has existed in Greece for the past 
several months.” Finally, infected by the anti- 
Red hysteria, many hitherto-Republican Greeks 
voted monarchist as the supposed last hope 
against Russian control. 

Greece has come to this unhappy state as a 
pawn of rival imperialisms, in which London 
has faced Moscow with a policy of fighting fire 
with fire, and Washington has helped to stoke 
the blaze. By such measures we play with 
doubtful friends and certain enemies of democ- 
racy, virtually inviting from the right the 
tyranny we hope to prevent from the left. So 
we lose the support of democratic elements and 
of whole peoples. This policy has the flickering 
instability of a flame, and might lead to confla- 
gration, 
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Pay Up, Please! 


What sort of international spoofing or global 
double-talk goes in the ridiculously impossible 
war indemnity bills that have been presented 
dead-pan and without apologies to the struggling 
Italian Republic? It is truly a new sort of polit- 
ical obstetrics to try spanking the breath of 
life into a new democracy by presenting it with 
indemnity charges exceeding its entire wealth. 

Russia would be satisfied, apparently, with a 
modest $100,000,000 indemnity from the nation 
that has just found it necessary to borrow $25,- 
000,000 from the United States. But along comes 
the British Commonwealth asking 11 billion dol- 
lars, Ethiopia seven and a half billion, Greece 
six billion, with various other countries putting 
in for assorted sums. It all adds up to about 
27 billions, or a billion more than Italy’s total 
national wealth. It is pretty close to the $32,- 
500,000,000 levied against Germany at the close 
of the First World War, most of which, of course, 
was never paid. 

The Italians figure that if they could find a 
way to forego eating and all other expenditures 
for the next 10 years or so, they might pay up. 

But they must not be quite as worried as all 
this sounds. If anything in international rela- 
tions is axiomatic, it is that the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations does not mean at this 
juncture of history to bankrupt Italy completely 
and thus drive it into Communists hands. But 
the Italians must be eternally puzzled to see what 
Britain is up to.

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The Coin-Boosting Racket 

Do you have a Daniel Boone half-dollar kick- 
ing around the bureau drawers? If so, get it 
out and keep the run of it. It was worth $65 
back in 1939 and heaven only knows how much 
more it is worth today. ‘. 

Why? Because the famous frontiersman once 
carried it in his leather jacket as he picked his 
way through the wilderness? Not at all. 
Merely because of the commemorative coin 
racket. 

The racket works this way: An official cen- 
tennial commission gets an act passed by Con- 
gress to authorize the coinage of a certain num- 
ber of special half-dollars. The commission ob- 
tains these coins from the mints at their face 
value. Next the commission sells them to a 
coin dealer at an advance of 50 to 75 cents per 
coin. This profit is supposed to pay for the 
coinage. 

Then the dealer, who for all practical pur- 
poses controls the issue of the coins, doles them 
out to the collectors’ market. A collector must 
have one from each mint if his collection is 
complete. Up goes the price. Thus, 14 issues 
of the Oregon Trail half-dollar were issued over 
a period of 13 years, face value $7. A decade 
ago it took $37.80 to pry a set away from a 
commemorative coin dealer. Hudson, N. Y., half- 
dollars were $7.80 a coin, Cincinnati $11.95, and 
so on. 

The objection to the practice is obvious. It 
puts the United States mint in cahoots with 
gouging coin dealers. Even if collectors are 
foolish enough to pay such prices, the Federal 
Government should not be a party to the trans- 
action.

Military Bungling 

Although the Mead Committee’s report on the 
Canol oil project is an outspoken indictment, it 
adds little but adjectives to the record of Canol. 
The project was recognized as an extravagant 
waste to the war effort long before it was com- 
pleted. 

That is why the Mead Committee felt justi- 
fied in pointing the finger of blame so straight 
at Gen. Somervell and Adm. King. And it is 
why Adm. King’s statement that he acted on be- 
half of the Joint Chiefs of Staff cannot be ac- 
cepted as more than a very incomplete exonera- 
tion. 

The Post-Dispatch spoke editorially of the 
“extravagance, half-baked planning and general 
bad management” surrounding Canol in 1943. 
Although it was an “emergency” project, it was 


not finished for 20 months. Although $135,000,- . 


000, scarce materials and precious skilled labor 
were spent on Canol, it eventually produced 
only the merest trickle of gas and oil. 

Gen. Somervell is now head of Koppers Co., 
and Adm. King is retired, so they are virtually 
immune to discipline beyond that of public 
opinion. But the committee report does achieve 
a public service. It shows how inefficient and 
wasteful military leadership can be, in war or 
peace, if allowed to encroach upon proper 
civilian authority. 

As further testimony on this point, the Mead 
Committee charges that Donald Nelson’s War 
Production Board was hampered “through inter- 
ference by military procurement officers.” Nel- 
son supports this charge in his new book, “Arse- 
nal of Democracy.” He accuses War and Navy 
Departments of trying to oust him, and of fight- 
ing civilian control of the nation’s economy. 

Now that the United States is building its 
greatest peacetime Army, now that we are main- 
taining a multi-ocean Navy, the finest air force 
and the great atomic projects—now, in short, that 
we are the first armed power on earth—we must 
tread more carefully through the division of re- 
sponsibility between military and civilian offices. 

Mr. Nelson says, “The lesson taught by these 
recent years is clear. Our whole economic and 
social system will be in peril if it is controlled 
by the military men.” Military: autocrats who 
assume omniscience, and who charge impetu- 
ously against all superior advice, are monkey 
wrenches to a democracy in war or peace. 
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An Excellent Proposal 

The City Club of Chicago suggests that Army 
hospitals, for which there is no longer need, be 
acquired for state use to relieve crowding in 
mental hospitals. 

The recommendation is excellent. Too much 
of the taxpayers’ money was spent on Federal 
wartime hospitals to allow them to fall into de- 
cay. Far too many patients are jammed into 
state mental institutions. 

Illinois State hospitals are overcrowded by 
7000 beds, and Illinois can help itself and at the 
same time perform a national service by show- 
ing the way with a proper arrangement with 
the Army. Here is something for Gov. Green 
and his administration to get busy on. 
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Labor and the Anti-Trust Laws 


Labor unions, says a Justice Department offi- 
cial, will be prosecuted as vigorously as business 
men under the anti-trust laws. Technically ac- 
curate the statement may be, but it is very mis- 
leading. 

The anti-trust law declares (Clayton Act of 
1914) that human labor is not a commodity; 
therefore, unions engaged at their “legitimate 
objects” are held exempt from judgment. As 
the courts construe anti-trust law, unions are 
liable only when (a) they join with employers 
in restraint of trade or when (b) the union mem- 
bers are themselves business men. 
condition has developed here and there in the 
construction industry. The secdnd occurs in the 
indictment the other day of a fisherman’s union 
for fixing high and non-competitive prices on 
the catch by its members. 

Obviously, these special cases leave the 
greater part of monopolistic union abuses in the 
clear, James Caesar Petrillo’s American Feder- 
ation of Musicians, for example, is as ruthless a 
monopoly as the original Standard Oil or United 
States Steel. Petrillo has just proved his power 
again by proscribing a festival performance by a 
Mexican orchestra in the United States. 

Yet the anti-trust law does not reach Petrillo 
and others of his kind. So, instead, we have a

small fragment of the monopoly-in-labor evil, 
and is not a good weapon against that fragment. 

Ways must be found to punish and abate con- 
spiracy of labor against the public interest 
without abridging the legitimate rights to free 
association and collective bargaining. Possibly 
the Justice Department does not know the solu- 
tion, but it is not honest in implying that the 
problem does not exist. 


Improving the Public Library 

A sound democracy stands on the enlighten- 
ment of its citizens, That is why one of the 
ABCs of democratic government is the expan- 
sion of educational facilities. But schools alone 
cannot answer man's quest for information. Hg 
needs books, magazines and pamphlets to edu- 
cate himself. 

In St. Louis the availability of books through 
the public libraries compares not too favorably 
with cities of like kind. In Kansas City, a 
smaller town, the library budget exceeds by 50 
per cent the one here; services are necessarily 
greater, while the St. Louis library’s board of 
directors find it hard to retain personnel. 

Civic-minded citizens here have voluntarily in- 
augurated a campaign to raise funds for the St. 
Louis public library. They are appealing to the 
cultural instincts of those able to contribute. 

But why is this solicitation necessary? It has 
become necessary because of inadequate appro- 
priations by the city. The people of St. Louis 
can make fund-raising for the library obsolete 
by voting the proposed increase in the library 
tax at the November election, ,

The present controversy between the 
country’s radio stations and the Federal 
Communications Commission. concerns 
every radio listener, whether satisfied with 
radio’s present fare or sick of singing 
commercials. 

The American public—not the broad- 
casters—holds title to the wave lengths 
of the air and has the right, through the 
FCC, to determine how the channels shall 
be used by radio stations. Through the 
issuance of the “blue book,” the FCC has 
raised, more clearly than ever before, the 
issue of better listening for America’s radio 
public, 

In most countries broadeasting has been 
organized either as a branch of the gov- 
ernment or as a public corporation, In the 
United States, however, the radio industry 
is privately owned, in accordance with our 
tradition. The fact that American radio 
stations have been set up as commercial 
enterprises as inevitably ° conditioned 
American broadcasting—in some respects 
for the better, in others for the worse. 


Radio’s Rule of Popularity 


One frequent result has been excessive 
commercialism in handling advertising 
matter. Another has been a. dominant 
tendency in programming to cater to mass 
tastes and mass audiences, especially in 
the commercial programs. 

This is a general rule of radio statistics: 
the more serious the content of the pro- 
gram, the fewer the number and the higher 
the level (in terms of socio-economic status 
and education) .of listeners. Outstanding 
sustaining programs of serious content, 
such as “The Town Meeting of the Air,” 
“The Chicago Round Table” and “Invita- 
tion to Learning,” usually receive a maxi- 
mum program rating of 3.0 or 4.0 per cent 
of potential listeners. 

To illustrate the size in absolute figures 
of the potential audience for programs of 
serious music, the executive vice president 
of C.B.S. testified before the FCC last July 


that 5 per cent of listeners want serious . 


music all the time anda bit less than 10 
per cent want it half the time. 


These percentages sound like small mi- 
norities, but applied against the total] num- 
ber of radio listeners (90 per cent of our 
whole population), the 5 per cent repre- 
sents more than 3,000,000 listeners, 


The Unheeded Minorities 


The same will be found for other minor- 
ity groups who would like an opportunity 
to hear special types of public service pro- 
grams frequently and during good listen- 
ing hours: farmers, labor union people, 
women, lovers not only of fine music but of 
serious drama and literature, listeners in- 
terested in science, in problems of health 
and social betterment, in international 
affairs, in the issues before Congress, etc. 

When the broadcasters say that they are 
giving “the radio audience” what it wants, 
they are thinking of the larger minorities 
of listeners to mass entertainment and 
news and ignoring these smaller, 
but important, groups with special interest.

The only possible immediately effective 
method of counter-balancing excessive com- 
mercialism in a radio industry which is 
privately owned and operated is through 
a governmental agency acting as guardian 
of the public interest—which means the 
FCC. The FCC has now taken a first 
step in this direction, 


What FCC Blue Book Says 


The “blue book” warned the country’s 
radio stations that, in the interests of the 
public, the FCC in the future will give 
particular consideration to four program 
service factors in granting or renewing 
licenses: (1) sustaining programs, with par- 
ticular reference to the maintenance of a 
well-balanced program structure; (2) local 
live programs; (3) discussion of public is- 
sues, ahd (4) elimination of advertising 
excesses, ; 

Conscious of the source of its profits, 
American radio in a very real sense has 
been organized—not for the public but by 
broadcasters for advertisers. 

Between-.1937 and 1944 the net income 
of the broadcasting industry rose from 
approximately $23,000,000 to $90,000,000. 
Furthermore, while in 1937 the nation’s 
broadcasters spent 80 cents of each dollar 
earned in. serving the public and retained 
only 20 cents as profit, by 1944 the per- 
centage retained as profit had increased to 
33 centa, 


Handmaiden to Advertisers 


In its role of handmaiden to the adver- 
tisers, the radio industry has become in- 
creasingly permeated by their commer- 
cial philosophy. Only broadcasts which 
attract mass audiences are considered im- 
portant and “successful.” The result Has 
been an extraordinary preponderance of 
mass entertainment and news programs 
on the air, especially during the good lis- 
tening hours. 

The FCC’s current move may well spend 
itself if public support is not forthcoming.

In the meantime, it would profit the radio 
industry to recall the words of the then 
Secretary of Commerce, Herbert Hoover, 
at the first annual radio conference in 
1922: “It is inconceivable that we should 
allow so great a possibility for service, for 
news, for entertainment, for education and 
for vital commercial purposes to be 
drowned in advertising chatter.”

The old diplomatic hands—men 
who were on hand at Versailles, 
for instance—wonder just what 
‘purpose is being served by these 
public brawls.

Yet every utterance is also a 
political deed, and the tougher the 
talk becomes the more difficult is 
it for any one of the speakers 
later to retreat, especially since 
this utterances will be read next 
‘morning, in more or less objective 
reports, throughout the world.

‘Abstract Symbol. 


' Yet each, with all his limita- 
tions, which becomes more and 
more apparent as personalities and 
ltempers reveal themselves, is a 
tremendous abstract symbol of 
concrete power.

“United States,” the “U.S.S.R.,” 
the “United Kingdom.” And alto- 
gether they speak for peace-loving, 
freedom-loving democracies, while 
calling each other all the names 
with which lately they accused 
their enemies: “imperialist, " “fas- 
cist,” “warmongering,” “totalita- 
rian,” “oppressor,” .“pluto-democ- 
racy,” “dictatorship.” 

If the men awaiting sentence 
in Nuernberg have access to re- 
ports from Paris and the security 
eouncil they must be inwardly 
consumed with sardonic laughter. 
For there is little of which Hitler 
ever accused Great Britain that 
is not now echoed by the Soviet 
delegates. Most of Hitler’s charges 
against the U.S.S.R. are now in 
the mouths of her recent allies.

Echoes of the Fuehrer. 


The international pattern first 
set by Hitler was a war of nerves, 
conducted through public speeches 
of political leaders and aimed ai 
public opinion at home and 
abroad, supported by a i!ackey 
press and by lackey news agen- 
cies, accompanied by a diplomati« 
battle for satellites, using military 
and economic pressures, and pre- 
ceding the ,actual war of steei. 

Nothing in this pattern has been 
changed by the defeat of the axis 
Its followers have been put out of 
the running, but the pattern con- 
tinues, magnified and accelerated 
by the verbal and diplomatic -op- 
portunities afforded by the Peace 
Conference and the United Na- 
tions, 

Nor does the fact that the bat- 
tle is carried on in the name of 
peace change the pattern. A re- 
cent re-reading of the speeches 
of Hitler confirmed my memory 
that never, on any occasion, did 
he advocate war. On the contrary, 
it was he who was protecting his 
country against the “war- 
mongers”; it was he who was 
seeking reasonable peaceful ad- 
justments in Germany’s natural 
sphere, which would never have 
involved war if it had not been 
for the “imperialist” powers. If 
he armed, it was only because 
“broken-down capitalist scaven- 
gers could not tolerate the chal- 
lenge of revolutionary German 
socialism.” How could he, an old 
soldier, who had known personal- 
ly the horrors of war, invite an- 
other one, he asked. 


Populace Skeptical. 


There is, however, one change 
—a change ominous for all exist- 
ing governments. The change is 
in the popular mood, which is 
skeptical where it is not cynical. 
This is particularly noticeable 
among veterans. The mood is an- 
archical; there is distrust of all 
systems and all governments and 
all speeches, and even _§ stark.

They would like 
to exchange more of the dull yel- 
low metal for the products of our 
fields and factories—the resources 
of our earth and our brains. That 
is the cheapest possible way they 
can get the goods they want from

us. 

For the United States to con- 
tinue t@ trade goods for gold 
would be the sheerest folly. At 
the present moment in our his- 
tory, it would be the kind of lu- 
nacy which is exhibited only by a 
species about to become extinct. 
Such a base for trade between the 
two countries would be enor- 
mously advantageous to Russia 
but it could not conceivably mean 
any profit to this country. 

If we mine our coal, our copper 
and our iron to make peacetime 
machines for Russia, we reduce 
our reserves by just that much 
more. That is the essence of it. 
The drain of two world wars has 
cut so deeply into our resources 
that we can no longer afford to 
ship them abroad in return for 
small quantities of gold. 


The Facts Are. 

We must face the facts of 1946. 
I have seen figures showing con- 
vincingly that, in four major re- 
sources—iron, copper, coal and 
oil—we spent our reserves during 
the war at a rate six times greater 
than Russia did.

Treaty Needed. 


We are a rich country. We can 
probably afford to go on im- 
porting Russian sables that sell 
at retail for a minimum of $200 a 
skin. But besides the sables, we 
need a lot more manganese and 
chrome. 


A sensible commercial treaty 
would adjust all these matters so 
trade would mean a genuine profit 
to both nations. Without such a 
treaty, Russia will be able to fish 
to her own advantage in the great 
pool of American free enterprise. 

The Soviets need many things 
from this country. They have 
placed orders for machines to 
complete the 
trovsk dam project. Orders now 
on the books make it seem cer- 
tain that the volume of exports 
from this country to the U.S.8.R. 
will mount *rapidly in coming 
months. Under a reasonable treaty, 
this might help to stop the clea- | 
vage that now so menaces the 
world,

LETTER today says: “I have been a hostess in a college 
A town for years and we have entertained many foreigners 

as shy young wives of professors. I have seen an entire 
course put on a guest’s plate because she did not know that 
only an eighth: was her share. I have seen a learned lecturer 
staring in despair at an elaborate dessert he did not know 
how to attack. In my opinion, the only kind and simple 
thing for a hostess to do is to serve herself first. Moreover, 
I have seen hostesses of sufficient wealth to employ butlers 
approve this service.” 

You are putting your finger on an outstanding cause of 
the epidemic of discourtesy—that of the inexperienced and 
newly rich hostess who lets an untrained butler do everything 
wrong without daring to correct him.

BB ices sugar PEARS require 
less sugar for canning than 
almost any other fruit. In fact, 
many home canners use so much 
that it masks the delicate luscious 
pear flavor. Another requirement 
for obtaining delicious canner 
pears is to wait until they are 
well ripened, but not overripe. 
They are just right when the 
green skin turns pale yellow, A 
pear ripe enough to can success- 
fully is so full of juice, it drips 
the instant it is cut into, Care- 
ful peeling makes the pears as 
beautiful as they are good to eat. 
One must peel thinly and evenly 
and around and around across the 
fruit, The tendency is to remove 
the peeling lengthwise direction of 
the fruit because it is difficult 
to follow the bulge, but compare 
peeling both ways and you Can 
decide for yourself which is more 
beautiful. 

If one is working alone, never 
try to peel more than enough 
pears to fill two quarts, About 
eight pear halves fill a quart. Put 
them into a kettle holding at least 
three quarts. Add barely enough 
boiling water to cover and one- 
third cup sugar. Have pears cut 
in halves and cored, The tip of 
a teaspoon or a French vegetable 
ball cutter removes the core 
beautifully. Cover the pears and 
heat to boiling, then simmer a 
minute or two before packing in 
tins or glass jars up to within 
one inch of the top, then finish 
filling jar up to half an inch of 
the top, with juice. (A generous 
amount of rich flavored pear juice 
is always wanted with each serv- 
ing of pears.) Then seal and 
process in a waterbath. Pints and 
quarts-each 20 minutes. Cool and 
store. One bushel pears makes 
21 quarts 

Tomato Preserves. 

Four pound red-ripe firm toma- 
toes, four cups sugar, five medi- 
um seedless oranges, three and 
one-half cups light corn syrup, one 
third cup lemon juice, four table- 
spoons grated lemon rind, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. 

Wash tomatoes and dip quickly 
in hot water just long enough to 
make the skins slip. Cool, remove 
all the cores, then the skins from 
tomatoes. Cut tomatoes in quar- 
ters, and flip out at least half the 
seeds from the quarters. Arrange 
tomatoes and sugar in layers in a 
preserving kettle holding at least 
four quarts. Let stand one hour. 
Wash oranges and cut paper thin, 
add them to the tomatoes with 
the rest of the ingredients and stir 
very gently so as not break up 
tomatoes. Heat to boiling, then 
reduce heat to where mixture can 
simmer. Stir very carefully or 
shake the kettle to prevent stick- 
ing and cook until tomatoes are 
transparent in appearance and 
syrup is concentrated and thick 
in consistency—about one and one- 
fourth hours. Pack in sterilized 
jars or jelly glasses and seal, 
Makes about seven pints,

dressing and sprinkled with cCel- 
ery seeds, French bread, mint ice 
cream. 

DINNER: Braised shoulder 
lamb chops, broiled potatoes, but- 
tered spinach, baking powder bis- 
cuits, tomato preserves, fresh fruit 
cup. 

Serve each child three cups of 
milk to drink and each adult one 
cup in addition to that used in 
today’s menus. 


My Neighbor Says: 

When painting, be sure the sur- 
face of the object you are painting 
is clean and smooth. Remove old 
paint or varnish in poor condition 
with paint remover. Smooth rough 
surfaces with sand paper. Be sure 
the brush is clean and free from 
loose hairs. Slap the bristles 
across your hand, dip tip into 
paint and brush it back and forth 
on heavy paper to work out l6ose 
hairs. 

Dip about one-third of brush in- 
to paint, press against rim of can 
to remove excess paint. Then 
stroke back and forth with broad 
side, first with grain of wood, then 
across it, and finally with the 
grain. Use down stroke to finish 
vertical surfaces. A tip from the 
experts—enamel and lacquer are 
flowed on — not brushed out as 
throughly as paint,

ALBANY, N. Y., Tuesday. 


ISS THOMPSON and I decid- 
to come up by train yes- 
vot afternoon as I had to 
be here in time for dinner. It is 
always a pleasure to. come into 
Albany. For one thing, the taxi 
drivers are so quick to recognize 
old friends, and while I imagine 
they greet everyone with warmth, 
still it gives one a sense of person- 
al welcome when they seem to re- 
member you as an individual. 
I have always thought that Al- 


‘bany had a charm al] its own. In 


the old prints of the city, when it 
was really nothing but a trading 
post, one sees the Dutch influence 
very clearly and I think there is 
still a feeling of quaintness and 
old tradition here, in spite of the 
fact that the population today is as 
mixed as that in almost every city 
throughout our country.

THERE ARE steep hills here, 
and in the old days I used to be 
somewhat apprehensive of both 
driving and walking in the winter 
months. But I believe our climate 
is changing, for my husband used 
to tell me that he remembered 
when Albany streets were piled 
high with snow for months and 
that sleighs and  fast-stepping 
horses were the best means of 
transportation.

Handicapped Girl Scouts Enjoy Wonderful Time at Camp Cedarledge

AMP CEDARLEDGE, the Girl 
C scout camp near Pevely, Mo., 

is a beautiful place of grassy 
meadows and tree-covered hills, 
small winding roads and rustic 
bridges arched over rocky creeks 
and streams. It gave you pause 
to think that many of the girls 
encamped there for its fina] sum- 
mer session were unable to see its 
beauties, that many others were 
unable to climb the hills or clam- 
ber down the rocky slopes. At 
first it seemed sad—until you 
spent a day with them and 
realized that for Troop No. 83 
from Missouri School for the 
Blind and Troop No. 40 from 
Elias Michael School this camping 
trip had all the magic that camp- 
ing holds for any Girl Scout, and 
perhaps more so because for al- 
most one whole wonderful week 
they were being treated “just like 
other girls.” F 


The “just like other girls” part 
of it became more apparent as you 
saw them splashing in the swim- 
ming pool and taking that first 
tremulous but brave leap off the 
diving board—for with supervision 
you can swim without sight; danc- 
ing in groups, sometimes unstead- 
ily but with that same enthusiasm 
and short-of-breath giggling of 
any group of little girls; hiking 
to a picnic, the girls who cannot 
walk so well helping those who 
cannot see so well, 


All of which goes toward mak- 
ing this what Dr, Margaret C, 
Lewis of New York, Health and 
Safety Adviser of the National 
Girl Scout Council, calls “the out- 
standing example of camping with 
ee children in the coun- 

ry.’ .

Sent here by the National Coun- 
cil to study the local program now 
in its third year, and the possi- 
bilities of adapting it for national 
use, Dr. Lewis shared our sense 
of amazement and the counselors’ 
sense of achievement as the han- 
dicapped girls illustrated what 
they had learned in their few 
days at Camp. 


“We keep them on the same 
sort of schedule as the other 
girls,” explained Mrs. James V. 
Dunbar, who, along with - Mrs, 
George B. Lantz, is co-chairman 
of the committee in charge of 
scouting for handicapped girls, 
assisting Miss Helen Wilcox, camp 
director. “They've just finished 
breakfast and they made their 
beds and did their chores before

breakfast just like all the girls 
do. After breakfast we did some 
singing and now the girls are at 
the lodge making nature boxes 
which they'll take on a hike to 
the farm. There we'll have a 
picnic—what we call a nosebag 
lunch—and toast marshmallows 
and sing. Then they have a rest 
period, before going swimming. 
This evening we may sing or do 
some folk dancing, which they do 
beautifully. Our idea is to let 
them do that in which they excel.” 
“The important thing is to treat 
them just like other girls,” Mrs. 
Lantz agreed, “instead of letting 
them feel that we're sorry for 
them, or that they’re different.” 


The scouting program is so varied 
that these girls can participate in 
almost all phases of it. As far 
as we could discover, dishwashing 
is the only regular camp activity 
in which they canriot take part, 
and to date there have been no 
complaints about that. But they 
do “table hopping” in the dining 
room, serving food and removing 
dishes, and one girl whose spastic 
condition keeps her from other 
physical activities, is able to set 
the table, thus being made to feel 
that she, too, is essential to the 
group, 

x * * 


Some of the activities seem 
tailor-made for these girls. Many 
of them excel in handicrafts for 
instance, and under the direction 
of Mrs. Robert Meador, they 
turned out some creditable look- 
ing paper covered boxes, trimmed 
with leaf designs, while we 
watched. These would be used to 
hold specimens of leaves and 
flowers on their nature hike, a 
daily trip. Counselorg and girls 
were still laughing and telling 
of an unforeseen incident on the 
last hike, Encouraged by their in- 
structor, Mrs. Todd Nicoll, to learn 
to identify trees by touching 
leaves and bark, the blind girls 
have taken a great interest in na- 
ture lore, One of them, a bit more 
adventurous than the others, went 
down a path by herself and re- 
turned with some vines. 


_“T’ve found the most beautiful 


three-pointed leaf,” she _ said. 
“What is it?” 

“That,” gaid Mrs. Nicoll, hurry- 
ing to the dispensary, “is poison 
ivy.” 

As impressive as the ability of 
the sightless girls to make their 
way along the paths and up the 
steps to their quarters is the con- 
fident way they execute the pat- 
terns of folk dancing; winding in 
and out as they sing, “I feel, I 
feel, I feel like a morning star.” 
The guidance of the counselors 
as they lead the steps is un- 
obtrusive. but their delight is 
obvious as one small girl, a first- 
year camper, who was too shy 
to try to keep up at first, swings 
around the circle as gaily as any 
of the others, 


Anca way | is another activity 
which has been mastered by both 
the blind and crippled girls, and 
three of the blind girls exhibited 
their skill by diving off the diving 
board, The results were a little 
less than perfect—“I wish I had 
gone a little more head first,” said 
one of the girls—but their joy was 
unmistakable. 


x * * 


As with all Scout swimming, 
there is a counselor to watch 
every three’girls. All the supervi- 
sion, in fact, is the same blend of 
casualness and carefulness given 
other campers. A nurse, Mrs. 
Herbert Kuenzel, is on hand, and 
two dieticians, Miss Cecilia Orr 
and Miss Ruth Gundlach, plan 
menus that are more than merely 
nutritious. 

“The food is delicious,” Mrs. 
Dunbar said, “and the girls éat 
like harvest hands. One or two of 
them have to be fed and the girl I 
helped last night ate three slices 
of ham, two helpings of hominy, 
two of green beans, two of salad, 
ice cream, and cake. When I 
asked her if she’d like another 
piece of cake she said she thought 
she would. Then she topped it off 
with three glasses of milk.” 

The noonday meal was eaten at 
their favorite picnic spot, by a 
small pond surrounded by willow 
trees, and it was here that the 
only note of sentiment crept in, 
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when one of the girls asked to sit 
“as close to the water as I can 
get so I can touch it and listen to 
it.” In spite of such temptations, 
the counselors do their utmost to 
avoid the normal tendency to be 
maudlin. 


“I always feel the biggest handi- 
cap of handicapped children is the 
attitude of the average adult,” 
says Dr, Lewis. “That’s why this 
is so fine for them; it’s their big 
chance to be normal. As one girl 
said to me at a weekly Scout 
meeting, ‘We may be crippled 
from Monday to Thursday but on 
Friday we're Scouts.’ They're part 
of a million and a half girls and 
we want them to feel they’re just 
like the others. Some people 
would say it couldn't be done but 
thanks to the ingenuity and pa- 
tience of these women here, it is 
being done.”

This summer 681 girls visited 
Camp Cedarledge, a project which 
shares Community Chest funds, 
and among them were other 
handicapped girls from Central 
Institute for the Deaf and Taus- 
sig School. Like the girls we saw 
all were Scouts first, handicapped 
children secondarily, And like all 
Scouts the best part of their 
camping week, even better than 
the swimming and hiking, were 
the secret rituals that you may 
remember if you were ever a 
Scout—the camp’s spiritual serv-

East’s correct opening bid was 
one diamond, not one spade, and 
West's raise, though intended as 
a mere shutout, was still pretty 


weak, 

East led his fourth-highest 
spade and declarer was in with 
the blank ace. A survey of the 
situation confirmed South’s fears 
that West’s double of four hearts 
must have been baséd on two 
prospective tricks in that suit, 
since it was perfectly obvious 
that he could not have any out- 
side strength—East needed both 
diamond honors for his original 
bid. This made the contract look 
extremely doubtful, but South 
saw one hope and went out for it. 


At the second trick he led a 
diamond. East took the jack with 
the king and, as declarer had 
hoped, returned a spade. South 
ruffed and led his last diamond. 
Again East returned a spade— 
“pumping” the declarer. South 
was not reluctant about ruffing; 
indeed, he then led to the club 
king and ruffed dummy’s last 
spade on his own account. 


Now, reduced to the ace-king- 
ten of trumps and three clubs, 
declarer laid down the trump ace, 
then ran his clus. When the 
fourth club was played West had 
to ruff—and it ‘didn’t matter 
whether he ruffed low or high! 
If he ruffed low, dummy would 
over-ruff with the heart eight; on 
Wesat’s actual play, ruffing with 
the jack, he then had to return 
a trump from the queen-seven up 
to declarer’s king-ten.
